Arg-Lys-Val-Leu-D-Ala^^-Gln-Leu-Ser-Ala-Arg-Lys-Lys^^-Leu-Gln-Asp-De-Met- 
Ser-Arg-NHa; and 

b) a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier.

81. (Previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, wherein the 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier is sterile water. 

82. (Previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, wherein the 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier is a saline solution. 
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83. (Previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, wherein the 
pharmaceutically acceptable carrier is a buffered solution. 

84. (Previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, further comprising 
one or more diluents. 

85. (Previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, finrther comprising 
one or more stabilizers. 

86. (Previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, fiarther comprising 
one or more preservatives. 

87. (Previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, further comprising 
one or more wetting agents. 

88. (Previously preseated): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, further comprising 
one or more emulsifying agents. 

89. (Previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, fiirther comprising 
one or more pH buffering agents. 

90. (Previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, further comprising 
one or more viscosity enhancing agents. 
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91 . (Previously presented): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, wherein the 
pharmaceutical composition is in a form suitable for injection. 

92. (Withdrawn): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, wherein the pharmaceutical 
composition is in a form suitable for topical administration. 

93. (Withdrawn): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, wherein the pharmaceutical 
composition is in a form suitable for inhalation. 

94. (Withdrawn): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, wherein the pharmaceutical 
composition is in a form suitable for intranasal administration. 

95. (Withdrawn): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, wherein the pharmaceutical 
composition is in a form suitable for oral administration. 

96. (Withdrawn): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, wherein the pharmaceutical 
composition is in a form suitable for transdermal administration. 

97. (Withdrawn): The pharmaceutical composition of claim 48, wherein the pharmaceutical 
composition is in a form suitable for transmucosal administration. 
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
